appertaining, 


Athelus Son of (crops, King 
7 of Athens, by his infolence 
7 made many invaſions 1n /1a- 
2 cedonia, and eAchaia, jt Gre- 
| & £14, And becauſe he could not 
ſuffer corcetion, hee with' many valianv 
Grecians came into Egypr , and followed 
Pharao1n his warres againſt the eActhia- 
pians; who with great crueltie had waſted 
the moſt part of Egypt, vato Memphis, the 
principall Citie of that Realme: Phares 
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with ſupport of Gathelus vanquiſhed and 
overcame the e/£rhiopians ina moſt dange- 
rous battell. Ang Gathelys yaliantly van- 
quiſhed and wanne their principall Citie, 

' called Heroe, After this great viRorie he 
| beeing aluſtie perſon, ſtrong of bodie, and of 
2 great ſpirit, wanne great fayour with the 
King and his familiars , that the Kings 
Daughter, Scota, was given in marriage 
voto Gathelws, with many lands; Shortly 
after, Pharao dyed, and another Pharas 
ſucceeded, who oppreſt the Iſraelites with 

| great ſervitude and tyrannie, Gathels ab- 
horring ſuch crueltic, conferring with Mo- 
ſes; alto having reſponſe of the Oracles of 
*Qor Bo- Egypt, was forcleene of the plagues to come 
ctius,, An- vpon Egypt, made proviſion tor all things 
dreas Mel- neceffarie for fayling,. and tooke ſhipping 
Ne) With his wife Scora.and his valiant Grecians 
Holinſhed and many Egyptians frow the River Nuns, 
| "the yeare of the world 245 3. Aﬀeer long 
fayling and travell, hee arrived ar the land 

. of Numidia: being ſtopped to land, he pulled 
vp fayles, and with a dangerous and paine- 
full paſſage through the Straites hee landed 
11 one part of Spaine; then called Luſitania, 
by his arrivall called Porrgathel, now Por- 
$pmgall; at his landiog the old inhabitants 
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came againſt him with arrayed battell, 
whom hee vanquiſhed. He builded one Ci- 
tie ypon the River 4unda, then called Bra- 
chare, now called Barſolona. Then after, he 
came into the North part of Spaine, now 
called Gaficia, where he builded a Citic cal» 
led Brigance, now ( ompo3tella, where hee 
reigned with Princely dignitie, and inſtitu- 
ted lawes, and named his people Scortes, 
after his wife Scora: for ſhee had borne vn- 
to him two Sonnes, twinnes; Hiber, and 
Himecus. He brought with him from Egype 
the Marble fatall Chayre, which was tranſ- 
ported to Ireland, and to eAlbion, now cal- 
led Scotland; wherean all their Kings were 
crowned, vntill the rime of King Edward 
the firſt, who tranſported the whole anci- 
ent Regall Monuments of Scotland, with 
the Marble fatall Chayer to WeSitmwter, 
where it remaineth to this day.. _ 

The Scots ſhall brooke that Realme, as 


natine ground, 


( If weards faile not ) where ever thu 
Chayre # found. 

Gathelus ſitting in his Marble Chayre, 
withinthis Citie of Brigaxce, governed his 
people with Princely dignitie peaceablie, 
and inſtituted lawes. And ſeeing his peos 
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ple increaſe with ſuch great multitude, and 
uot willing to violate the band made with 
the old inhabitants, being informed by di- 
vers expert explorators, that there was an 
Ile oppoſite to Spayne, on the North, with 
a rude people inhabited, having no lawes 
nor maners: Therefore hee brought all the 
ſhippes he could get with expeditionto the 
next Sea port, with ſufficient proviſion , 
with Hiber, and Himecus , accompanied 
with valiant warriours, and ordained H:- 
ber to bee Admirall to Fbſſeſle the ſaid Ile, 
which they obeyed: and ;ſo hoyfing vp 
fayle, with fortunate winds, arrived the 
fiſt day after in the faid !Iland. Immedi- 
atcly landing , their people then pitched 
their Tents on the next trenches» The 
rude inhabitants amazed at' the arriving 
and landing of ſuch a multitude of warrt- 
ours, fled withtheir cattel! and goods into 
their Cavernes, . Hiber commanding 
certaine of his warriours to paſſe foorth; 
and if the inhabitants would bee willingly 
ſubdued, no ſlaughter to bee committed v- 
ponthem. The inhabitants being brought 
as priſoners to the Admirall, and ſecing 
him mercifull, rendred themſelves and 


their goods: and hee received them with 
ſuch 
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ſach benevolence, that he ſuffered the old in- 
habirants to increaſe with his people, vnder 
one name and law, and called the land H:- 
bernia, now Ireland, Hiber turning into 
Spayne , left his brother Himecus with a 


ſtrong gariſon of valiant warriours, with 


wiues and children to inhabite the land, and 
to hold the ſame vnder obedience and ſub- 
jetion, At his returne into Sparne his father 
being decealcd, hee ſucceeded King, and ang- 
mented his Empyrg, and conquered ſundry 
fands from the SpMards, having with him 
at all times a ſtrong guard of valiant men. 
By his puiffance and chivalric hee ſubdaed 
the people in ſuch maner, that he was holden 
in great eſtimation and reverence, that they 
were conſtrained to ſeeke his peace, the 
land beeing named after Hiber , Hibernia: 
the Scottes and old inhabitants grew vn- 
der one name, and blood, with ſuch tender 
and friendly benevolence ( not remembring 
of old injuries, ) cach one willing to defend 
his neighbour, (as wellin peace as warres) 
as his brother or farher. Of Hiber delcen- 
ded by long progreſſion, a great poſteritie 
lineally ſucceeding, amongit whom were 
many Noble and famous Kings; howbeitthe 


whole number of thcm are notextant. 
Himecius 


\ 
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Himecus governed Ireland, in great feli- 
citie, juſtice, and tranquillitie, both the Scots 
and the old inbabitants during his life time. 
Immediatly after his deceale, aroſe an odi- 


- ous controverſhie betweene the Scots and the 


old inhabitans, for the government, everie 
Nation contending to haue a Governour of 
rheir owne blood, 'which contention endu- 
ring long time, at laſt they created two Go- 
verners, betweene whom were continuall 
battels and great ſlaughter on either fide, 
through ambition and Mrniog defire to bee 
ſole Governour of all [re/avg, After long 
& dangerous battels,the two people brokea 
with ſundrie diſpleaſures, were conſtrained 
to take peace; howbeitthe ſame endured but 
a ſhorttime,cach one of them purſuing other 
with battell;and yet they dwelt many yearss 
together, by enterchange of peace & warres, 
while at the laſt the Scots ſuffering many in- 
Juries, ſent their Embaſſadour ro etelling, 


. who was then King of Scots in Spaine, deſi- 


ring to haue ſupport againſt the old inhabi- 
tantsof 7re/ana, declaring them to be a rude 
wilde people, impatient toſuffer any Empire 
aboue them; ſo that the Scots can haue no 
tranquillitie, vnleſſe the faid people were the 
more ſpeedily tamed and ſubdued; on 
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Chronicles of SCOTLAND; 
forefaid meſlage was the more acceptable to 
the King Merellimsy for it concerned rhe 
Common-wealth both of the Scors Nation 
in Spaize and Ireland, deſcending ( by long 
progreſſion )of one linage and blood,and wil 
lingly ſatisfying the aforeſaid Ambaſſadours 
requeſt,truſting the ſame to be nolefle honor 
and glory to himſelfe,as profit to his friends. 
Therefore the King ſent his 3. ſonnes, Her. 
moneu, Ptolomers, and Hibert, witha great 
Armie of valiant men into Ireland, where 
they with right dahgerous battels vanquiſh- 
ed the old inhabitants, and brought them vn- 
der ſubjetion, Hermoners returning into 
Spaine, left his two brethren,to governethe 
Land, who governed the ſame lovg time after 
10 great tranquillitic and juſtice, inſtituting 
lawes, and inſtructed the Prieſts to make 
incenſe and facrifice in the ſame maner as the 
Egyptians vied: ſo both the people increaſed 
many yeares 1n great felicity,peace 8 riches, 
during the government of Prolomers and Hi- 
bert, andiong after their deceaſe. But too 
great proſpericie engendreth evill maners; & 
cauſeth men to work often diſplealures upon 
themſelues, finding no forraigae enemies to 
invade them at home. The people after long 
peace were divided forthe government,con- 
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eending for the ſame with great rigour and 
Alaughter on both ſides, vntill the one had 
almoſt vtterly deſtroied the other,ifthey had 
not beene reconciled by a Noble man,named _ | 
Thanaws, principall: Ambaſſadour, ſent by ({( 
the King, then raigning over the Scorres in | 
Spaine (rejoycing of the felicitie ſucceeding 
to his friends) and to cauſe them by his pru- 
deat conſultation, to increaſe together ynder 
one miude. Thanawus being a prudent man, 
bearing neutrall affetionto both the parties 
perſwaded them at ſundrie conventions to 
remoue all contention , and to ele& one 
(whom they thought moſt expedicnt) to be 
their King, andto bee obedient tohim in all 
their government. Through [this perſwa- 
fion the whole people had ſuchfervent deſire 
to haue a King, that all old injuries being 
forgotten, they appoynted Thanar to ele&t 
a King, whom hee thought moſt expedient, 
and hee, ſceing their minds willing to haue 
a nceutrall 'King, declaring to them that there 
was in Spasze, a Noble Prince of great ſeve- 
ritie and juſtice, named, Sim Brek, well 
accuſtomed with their lawes, and lineally 
deſcended from the auncient King Merellins, 
whom hethoght molt fitteſt to be their King | 
"The whole people hearing the name of S*- 
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mon Brek, were well content to have him 
their King, becauſe that name was eſtee- 
med verie fortunate in thoſe dayes, Then 
after, with the conſentof the whole people, 
Ambafſadours were ſent into Spaine,to re- 
queſt the ſaid Simon to come into Ireland, 
to bee their King. Hee knowing by grane 
adviſement the intent of the Ambaſſadoursy 
provided a great Fleete of Shippes, withall 
things necefſarie, and finally by proſperous 
Winds arrived in Ireland, where hee was 
ſolemnely received , and crowned in the 
Chayre of Marble, which hee brought out of 
Spaine, eſteemed as a moſt rich lewell in 
thoſe dayes; from the beginning of the 
world'3314. From the flood of Noah 1658. 
From the building of Rome 102. Betore 
the birth of Chriſt 65 I. Hee reigned with 
great felicitic peaceably fourty yeares, being 
ſpecially counfailed by the aforefaid Thana- 
4, to whom hee gaue ſundrie lands, lying 
in the. South part of 1re/and,- belide the 
River Bir/zs, which lands are now 
called, Dowdall, where hee dwelt with 
the people hee brought with him out 
of the famous Citie Brigance, now calld 
Compoitella, They were called, Brigans 


des; of whom after, by proccſſe of time, 
deſcended} 
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deſcended many valiant and noble men,who 
came with Fergnſius the firſt King in Scot= 
land,by whom all the lands now calledGalo- 
Way, were then called Br:zgance, whoſe inha- 
bitants were ever full of manhood, & ſtrong- 
eſt enemies againſt Romanes, Britaines, and 
Pittes, Simon deceaſed, his ſonne Fanduf 
ſucceeded King, after Fandxf ſucceeded E- 
thion: after Ethion ſucceeded Glancws: after 
Glaucus ſucceeded Nathal: after Nathaſil 
fucceeded Rotheſay. 

Rotheſay was the firſt King that brought 
Scots with him in eA/bi0u, TFhe firſt Ile 
that hee1nhabited, hee called after his owne 
name, Rotheſay, the remanent Iles were cal- 
led Hebrides; after Hiber the eldeſt ſonne 
of Gathelus. Rotheſay hearing the death of 
his father Nathafil, he returned into Ireland, 
and was there crowned King. The yeare 
that Scots were brought out of Ireland into 
Albion,was from the Empyre of Simon Brek 
in Ireland 216. yearcs; from the beginning 
of the world 35 20. The Scots ſpred in ſun- 


 drie parts ofe41bzon, lying farre North, and 


inhabited many lles. The firſt part that they 
tooke poſſeſſion of, was named, Ardgaet from 
Gathelws, which now is called Argele. They 
bewg divided into ſundrig Tribes, elected 
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certaine Captaines to everie Tribe, to go- 
verne them both in peace and warre, having 
the name of their Captaines in great reve- 
rence, {wearing by their names; which cul- 
tome was long obſerved in theſe lles and the 


high lands. Thenafter, about 150. yeares,,,,. - a |} 
a baniſhed people, named Pi#s, came forth .,,,ving | | 
of Denmarke to ſearch a dwelling place, and of the 
after they were inhibited to land in France, Pias. 


Britaine, and Ireland, they landed in «A16b:- 
os, firſt in Orkxay, of old called, The old 
Realme of the Pits, The Seas betweene 
Orknay and Caithnes, are called, Pentland 
Firth, and the lands now called Lonthean, 
wete of old called Pentland afterthe name of 
the Pts. Then aſter, they came into Caith- 
nes, Ros, Murray, Merns, Angus, Fife, and 
Lomthean, and excelled all the old inhabt+ 
tants. They were acivill people, right inge- 
nious and craftie both in peace and warres. 
After their planting in the aforeſaid parts, 
they eleRted a King to governe them, & hold 
them in juſtice,& made great policy in build- 
ing of munitions, townes, and Caſtles. And 
becauſe they knew all people; without iſſue 
to ſucceed, ſhould lth they ſent their Ame 
baſfadours to the Scots, to haue their daugh- 
ters 11 marriage , ſhewing (though they 
were 
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wereof trance blood) they ſhouldnot be ſo 
{mally regarded,ſecing they wich noles pru- 
dence then manhood, haue ſuſtained-incredi- 
ble dangers both by Seaand land, and now 
lately conquered ( through beneyolence of 
the gods) right plenteous lands with ſuch 
pcaceand tranquillitie, that no other people 
way claime them by reaſon: truſting ſurely 
( it gods ſupport them) by their owne in- 
duſtric to be equall te any theirneighbours, 
both in peace and warres. Further, if the 
Scots condeſcended to their honourable des 
fires,it might be,they increaſing together(ſo 
ſtrong vnder one blood )thatrhey might refilt 
the fury of their enemies the better, whenir 
hapned them to be invaded. This Ambaſlage 
was not pleaſant to the Scots at the firit, 
thinking it vaworthie to haue any ſociety or 
marriag with an vaknowne & baniſhed peo«» 
ple: but by graue adviſement,and being pro- 
toundly reſolved, and finding themſelves as 
yet not able to reſiſt the force of the Britons, 
their old enemies, they determined togiue 
their daughters to the Pits in'marriage, and 
to haue a band of peace with them, with con- 
ditions that everic one of them ſhal enjoy the 
lands which pertained vnto them before the 
matriage, aadto concur together, with their 
whole 
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whole puiflance, as oftas they were invaded 
by cnemies. Any that did offence to any of 
them, ſhould be reputed as enemies to them 
both, And as oft as the Crowne of the Pics 
ſhould come in queſtion for lack of an heire, 
the King to bee elected of the neereſt of the 
womans bloods Theſe conditions accepted 
on all ſides,the Scots gaue their daughters in 
marriage to the Pits. The Britons ſuſpec- 
ting this marriage,& dreading the increaſing 
of this confederat people vnder one blood in 
ſhore time,thar netcher might the Britons for 
the time preſent, nor their poſterity refiſtthe 
puiſlance of theſe two vaited people: There-= 
' fore betng minded to deſtroy them both,and 
to invade them with fraudulent ſlights,rather - 
then with any force of battell, and ſending 
their Ambaſſadours to the Pits, allured the 
-PiRsto violate their band with the Scots. 
' By this perfwaſton, and craftie dealing ofthe 
Britaines, the band was diffolved; end moos 
ving occaſion of battell againſt the Scots, 
commanded by generall edit, no Scots to 
be found in their bounds ata prefixed day,vn 
der paine of death. The day being expired, 
all Scots within their bounds were killed 
without mercte, as breakers oftheir lawes. 
The Scots impatient to ſuſtaine ſuch 1nju- 

B ries, 
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ries, killed as many of the Pics; fo there 
followed continuall killing and murther on 
All ſides, not regarding affiattir, blood, rime, 
nor place. In this maner the peace diffolved, 
the Pits denounced battell to the Scots: 
then after followed' continuall incurſions 
and invaſions on either parties. The Scots 
afſembliog in eArgile,were ſufficiently refol- 
ved, that the batteil that they were to hold, 
was not onely againſt the Pits, but alſo as 
gainſt the Britons. Therefore it was a- 
greed,to {end their Ambaſſadours to their an- 
cient Progenitors and friends in Irelana, to 
haue their ſupport and counfſell in this moſt 
dangerous matter: and for that pluralitic of 
Captaines (as often occurreth.) raiſeth ſedi- 
tion, the beit is toele one to hane Empire 
aboue the reſt,by whoſe manhood and cour- 
ſell, they might defend their lives and libers 
ties, againſt a falſe and perjured people, in- 
vading them without any occaſion. The Am- 
baſſadours being direAted to Ireland com- 
plained of the wicked offence done by the 
Fits,and deſired ſupport. 

Ferquardm )then being King of the Scots 
in Ireland) greatly moved tor the diſpleaſure 
done to his friends in 41b10n, ſent his ſonne 
Ferguſiniza wile and a; valiant Prince, with 

many 
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many valiant ſouldiers,and to give them the 
more elperance, & affurance pt permanent & 
good tortune,he ſent withthem the fatalMar- 
ble Chayre. Ferga/ire wasthe more pleaſant- 
ly received by the Scots of Albion, becauſc 
th:irComonwealth approched to great dan= 
ger,by a molt perillous apparanr batrel. Then 
atcer,a Countell was called in Ardgile, where 
Ferguſius made alarge Oration,& acceptable 
Spcach. Therefore by graue conſultation, they 
codeſcended to be governd by the Empire of | 
one King, as well 11 peace as in any trouble 
appearing agataſt their enemies. Fyrther- 
more, to remoue allſaſpirio ofhatred(becauſe 
evcrie Tribe defired a King of their owne lt- 
nag)they eleftedFerguſius,buth for his noble 
blud,8 other his exceller vertues,to betheir 
King:mvreover, he was ſo approved in mar- 
tiall deeds & juſtice, that no Captaine of the 
tribs might be any waies copared vnto him: 
Ferguſuu the firſt King of Scots(in Albion, 
now called Scot!and) fon to Ferquhard King

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the building of Rome, about the beginning of 
the-4 Monarchy. W hen Alexander the great 
vaquiſhedDariw«,the laſtMonarch of Perſia, 
1a the reign of king Chimarw king of Britons, 
the king umployd his wholemind to reſiſt the 
injury of this battel, moved by the Pits, he 
calling al the Captains, ordained them to bee 
prepared with forty dayes proviſton,to pafle 
with him: he made an agreement-& concord 
among(t all his Nobles & Captaines, com- 
waunding his people to be obedient to their 
Captaines, hee making ſacrifice to his gods 
(as the cuſtome was)praying the gods to tak 
vengeance of the partie that was the firſt oc- 
caſion of battell againſt other, and togrant 
him ſuch felicity in his juſt defence,that yic- 
tory might ſucceed to him without any great 
damage ofhis people. The Pitts afſembled an 
army, with manyBritons cocurring to their 
1upport, appear'd on cither {ide a wicked & 
vanaturall battell betweene two confederate 
people, friends, fathers & ſonnes. The Pits 
cane firſt into the Scots lands,againft whom 
with nolefſe courage then manhood, the king 
with his valiant Scots, with ancient armes 
diſplayed in forme of a Baner,in which was 
a red Lion Ratmpant,in a field of gold, whilſt 
the Scots and Pics were in array. 1 _ O= 
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others fight;the armie of Britens ſtood in 
array alſo,deviſing what way they might de- 
ſtroy them both, with firme purpoſe, when 
the Scots and Pics were vanquiſhed, the 
one by the other, that the party viRorious 
ſhould vttercly bee deſtroyed by their freſh 
army:and when both theſe peoples were de- 
ſtroyed by this fleight, the Britons might 
enjoy both their Realmes in A/b:0n,without 
any impediment, This fabtill eight was dif- 
covered to King Ferguſins by a baniſhedBri- 
ton: through which both the armies moved 
no lefle by feare of enemies, then by their 
owne proper damage, prolonged the battell 
certaine dayes. King Fergwuſins defired com- 
munication with the King of Pits, who: wil- 
lingly,with ſome of his Nobles,had commu- 
nication a long time together;afrerlong con- 
ference;and deliberat conſultation with their 
counſcllers on both parties,and rurthfull crys 
ing of the Pits wines, beeing the Scottes 
daughters, peace was finally concluded be- 
tweene the two confederat people, vnder 
theſe conditions, redrefſe of all 1njurics, be- 
10g made on all parties, The Britons ( mo- 
vers of this battell ) ſhall bee reputed ene- 
mics to them both, all other charges to beat 
the pleaſure and yill ofthe rwo Kings. And 
B 2 when 
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when any enemie occurred,that they & their 
people ſhould conjoyne together, ,vnder one 
mide and ordinance, This peace being more 
ſtrongly corroborat,the kings returned home 
King Fergwſins ina moſt dangerous battell, 
aliſted by the Pits, vanquiſhed the Bri- 
tons, which time King Coy} or Chimaras, 
(vuwarilic keept by his Nobles) ,was killed 
in theland, after his name, then called Coyl, 
now-Kyle in Scotland. After this viRoric the 
King called his wholeNobles & ſubjets oa 
generall convention, & he making alaige 8& 
plauſible Oration & ſpeech, the Nob'es and 
SubjeRs condiſcended and agreed, that King 
Ferguſins & his poſteritie ſhould poſſeſſe the 
Crowne of Scotland; whereupon Charters 
and Evidences were graunted to him and 
his ſucceſſors for ever. 

The Kingdome of Scotland beeing confir- 
med to King Ferg»ſs, his heires and ſucceſ- 
ſors, with deliberat counſell of his Nobles, 
hee divided the whole lands, then inhabited 
by the Scots, amongſt his Nobles and Cap- 
taines of the Tribs,by lots or cavils.The firſt 
lot chanced or fell vnto (ornath, Captaine 
& his Tribe; viz. the land of Caithnes, lyirg 
over againſt Orkvay, betweene Dwnnisby & 
the Riyer of Thare. Secondly, to Captaine

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Lurk, the lands betweene the water of 

Thane & Neſſe, now called Ros. This Lytork. 

caine witha ba id of valiant men, out of Irc- 

land withKing Fergaſinus into Albion, This 

land of Res lyeth in bredch from Cromarte,to 

the water of Lochtie. Inthis countrie was 

the famous Caſtle of /rquhart, of which the 

ruinous walles rematne in great aJmiration. 

Thirdly, the Captaine FWarrech, the lands 

lying betweene Spe and Neſſe,from the Al- Hear 

maine to the Iriſh ſeas;the people inhabirdts Boctius- 

of this part (after their Captaine)- were cal- 

led, Wars, b-ing feditious, they were expel» 

led,& the Murrayes poſſeſſed the land,& cal- 

led the ſame tand, 24wrray land.

Margaret, ſiſter to King Henry thethird of 
England. bare to King Alexander 2. ſonnes, 
Prince Alexanaer and David, & 1,danghter 
Margaret, married vnto Hanigo, Magnus 
ſonne, King of Norway, who bare to him 
Margaret, called the Mayden of Norway. 
Inthis timedyed David, King Alexanders 
ſecond ſonne, King eAlexandrr, with his

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Queene, being at London, at the Coronation 
of King Edward the firſt, there was a N or- 
nan 1n King Edwards Court, of paſſing 
ſtrength,overthrowing all men in wreſtling, 
til at length a Scotiſhman of Roſſe, deſcended 
of Noble parentage, called Ferquhard, van- 
quiſhed him, to his great praiſe, King Alex- 
ander,in reward of fo worthie a deed,done in 


the preſence of fo honourable aſſemblie, gaue q,;ginal of 
vnto him the Earledome of Roſle for ever, of the Earles 
whom deſcended lineally fine Earles, the 6, of Role. 


Earle was named #lliam Roſle, ( alias ) 
Leſly, in whoſe ſonne, the ſeventh Earle fai- 
led the dignitie of that houſe,for want of ſuc- 
ccſſion. Alexander the Prince was married 
at Roxburgh, vnto the Earle of Flanders 
daughter, whereat many of the Noblesof 
Scotland and England were preſent for the 
time. The third yeare after, Prince Alexan- 
der dyed at Lundores, the 20. yeare of his 
age, to thegreat lamentation of the whole 
Realme; for in him failed the whole ſucce(ſ- 
fion of King Alexander the third(except the 
Mayden of Norway )who was gotten on his 
daughter Margaret before rehearſed. King

ſhe was departed this preſent life: by means 
whereof, great contention arole betweene 
Robert Bruce and lohn Balioll; the deciding 
of the ſaid mattcr was by the Nobles of 
Scotland(vnwifely ) referred to the ſaid king, 

Edward, 
lohannes Baliolus was preferred before 
Robert Bruce, by King Edward, ( ſirnamed 
Long ſhanks ) who beeing cleRed judge 1n 
the foreſaid controverſie,admitted him king 
with condition, that the ſaid Baliol! ſhould 
acknowledge him for his Superiour; which 
condition ( refuted by Robert Bruce ) hee 
as alayaricious vaworthie man received, 8& 
began to raigne in the yeare of the world, 
5263.1nthe yeare of Chriſt, 1292, after rhe 
Taigne, 1923. A vaine glorious man, little 
reſpecting the good of his countrie: in the 
fourth 
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fourth yere he'was expelled, by the aforeſaid 
King Edward, into France, where heedyed 
long after in exile, Scotland beeiyg without 
King or Governour for the ſpace of 9. yeres: 
during which time,King Edward cruelly op

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Turkes and Sarazens: ſo that by his often 
victories, hee purchaſed great honours to 
the Chriſtian name: he ax pe. to returne 
home by tempeſtuous winds was compelled 
to land in Spaine, vpon the borders of Gra= 
nad, where hee afſilted the King of Aragon 
in his warres againſt the Sarazens, obtay= 
ned great victories: Atlaſt (being negligent 
of himſelfe) was incloſed with an ambuſh- 
ment, purpoſely laid for him by the Sara- 
zens: hee and his moſt valiantly defending, 
were yanquiſht and killed, with all his No- 
blesand valiant men. Thus ended the No- 
ble and valiant DoWglaſſe, one of the moſt 
worthie and renowned Knights that was in 
his dayes. It is chronicled, that he was vic- 
torious againſt the Turkes and Sarazens, 
thirteene times, and againſt Engliſhmen in 
batrell, fifty ſeven times.

Gate in Danskin,called, The Dowglaſſe Port,

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David Bruſſiu#ucceeded his father inthe $2 
yeare of the World, 5 300. in the yeare of 
Chriſt, 1330. after the raigne, 1660, A good 
Prince,ſubje&tto much afflition in his youth 
hee being 7. yeares of age, the Earle of Mur- 
rey , Thomas Ranaall, a ſevere Iuſticiar, 
and a verie valiant man, was continued Go- 
yernour: for hee ruled all Scotland the laſt 
foure yeares of King Roberts raigne, vnder 
whole government, the Realme of Scotland 
flouriſhed in wealth and riches:(for the ruſh 
buſh keeped the kow.) King Edward of Eng 
land advertiſed heerof, envying the proſpe- 
rous eſtate of the Scots, he rhought good to 
attempt that by ſleight, which hee could 
not doe by force; and finding a Monke fit for 
this purpofe, who did promiſe to poylon the 
aforeſaid Governour, the Monke fayned 
himfelfe' to bee a Phyſicioner, and to cure 
the Stone and Gravell, (wherewiththe Go- 
yernour was ſore vexed) and being in credit 
with the Earle, at laſt hee poyſoned him; 
how beit, at the firſt it tooke noctte&. The 
Monke returning to King Edward, ſhewed 
him how hee had poyſoned the Governour: 
who immediatly rayſing a great Army, 
came to the Borders: the Earle advertiſed 
hereof,rayſced a great power; and though he 

WAS 
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was not ableto ride norgde, he was carried 
ina Liter. King Edward hearing that the 
Earle was 11 perſon there ( contrary to his 
expeRation) ſenta Herauld to the Earle to 
intreat for a counterfeit peace: the Gover- 
nour finding himſelfe verie weake, and hea- 
ring ofthe Heraalds comming, arrayed hims 
ſelfe in ſumptuous apparrell, that it might 
appeare he was rather recovered,then other- 
wile weake and feeble, and giving a ſharpe 
and boldan{were to the Herauld, hee gaue 
him alfo his coſtly apparrell. King Edward 
expected the returning ofthe Herauld, who 
reporting that the Governour was in health, 
returned and dimitted his Army, and cauſed 
the Monketo bee burar, for deceiving of his 
Prince» The Governour returning home, 
deceaſed at Mufſelborow, and was buried 
at Damfcrmling, eAmo, 1331, Aſeer his 
death, Patricke Earle of March, and David 
Earle of Marre were choſen Governours, 
Edward Balioll, aſſiſted by King Edward, 
and by many Scottiſhmen fugitives in Eng- { 
land, (promiſed to hold the Crowne of the 
aid King Edward) entred Scotland by ſea,

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David and King Edward: Siſter. The Earles 
of Marre and March, Governours, rayſed 
two mighty Armes to refiſt the Balzolt; 
the Balzoll came neere the water of Erne, & 
the Earle of Marre incamped within ſight 
of the Engliſh Army; and ſeeing their ſmall 
number, did take ſmall regardof himſelfe; 
the Bahzoll in the night paſicd the water of 
Erne,and having intelligence ofthe foord, by 
a ſtake {et vp of purpole, he entred the Earle 
of Marres Campe, and killed him in his bed, 
with many other Nobles,and eſpecially Ro- 
bert Bruce Earle of Carrick, Alexander Fra- 
ſer, Knight, William Hay, Conſtable uf Scots 
land, with all his Linage,ſo wholly, that had 
not his wife beene great bellyed, and after- 
ward dclivered of aſonne, all his ſurname 

had beene vttzrly extinguiſhed: alfo Robert 

Keith Marſhall, with ſundrie other Noble- 

men andCommons,and many other were ta- 

ken, The Baliol! paſt immediatly and beſieg- 

ed Perth, and quickly entred it by force. The 

Earie of March the other Governour, being 

1ncamped at Ochterarder, and hearing of 

the death of the Earle of Marre,and the wine 

ning of the Towne of Perth, came with his 

Army and beſieged the faid towne, and filled 
the ditches, that if hee had given the _

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he might haue entredthe ſuddainly raiſed his 
Campe tothe great dammage of the whole 
Nation. 

Edwardus Baliolus, ſonne to Tohn Balioll, 
aſſiſted by King Edward the third, vſurped 
the Crowne; the yeare of the world, 5 302; 
in the yearc of Chriſt, r 2 32.after the raigne 
I 662. The King being in Perth, the parties 
that favoured King David Bruce , belie- 
ged him! wherevpon, the Lord Maxwell, 
with them of Galloway, invaded the Lands 
of them that did befiege the Baholl: where- 
fore Earle Patricke, the new Earle of Mur- 
ICY, with the Lord eAudrew Aarrey, and 
Lord Archbald Dowglaſſe, entered Gallo- 
way, and deſtroyed all the Countrie with 
fire and ſword, The King Balzol! fortifyed 
the towne of Perth,and appoynted the Earle 
of Fife to the keeping thereof. The ſonnes 
of them that were killed at the battell of 
Duppling, Robert Keith, Alexander Lynd- 
ſey, Iames and Simon Fraſer wonne Perth, 
inthe third monethafter they had laid ſiege 
thereunto, and taking the Earle of Fife, 
committed him tagheCaſtle of Kildrummy.

Hee was a valiant, victorious and fortunate 
Prince in all his warres: for his Governours 
and Captaines returned alwayes with 'y1Ro- 
rie, Hee was verie conſtant, and a great ju- 
ſiciar, and hearing diligently the complaints 
of the poore, cauſed all wrongs to be redreſt; 
without accidentall ſickneſſe, hee dyed of 
great age, in the Caſtle of Dundonald, the 
nineteenth yeare of his raigne, and was buri- 
£d at Scone+' 
Roberts tertins ( ſirnamed , Tohn Fern- 
yeare) ſucceeded his father in the yere of the 
world, 5 360, inthe yeare of Chriſt, 1390. 
after the raigne, 1720. Hee was a modeſt 
and peaceable Prince: hee married Annabill 
Drummond, daughter to the Knight of Stob- 
ba!l, who bareto him David the Prince,and 
Tames, his ſecond ſonne. About this time, 
William Dowglaſſe, of Niddiſdale, was 
choſen by the Lords of Spruce, Admirall 
of agreat Navy of 240.ſhips, to paſſe againſt

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foretheday appoynted, hee lay in waite, and 
killedthe ſaid Dewglaſſe, vpon the bridge of 
Danskin, to the ſtay of that journey. Acthis 
time, the two Clannes, of Clankayes and 
. Cla:1quhattanes, in the North Inch of Perth, 
before the King and Nobles, fought 30. for 
30. with ſharpe Swords without Armour: 
all the Clankayes. were killed, except one, 
who ſwam over Tay, and ſo eſcaped: 1 1. of 
the Clanquhattanes eſcaped with life, bur all 
fore wounded, in Anno. 1396. The third 
yeare after , the King held a Parliament at 
Perth: hee created his eldeſt fonne, David, 
(of 1 8. yeares) Duke of Rothſay, and Robert 


Earle of Fife ( Gouernour aforeſaid) Duke $cofand, 


of Albanys Theſe were the firſt Dakes in 
Scotland. At this time ( peace continuiug 
betwixt England and Scotland ) David, Earle 
.of Crawford, and the Lord Welles in Eng- 
land, were agreed.to runne certaine Courles 
on horſe-backe, with ſharpe Speares for life 
and death, vpon London Bridge, vpon S. 
Georges day: and running together on their 
mighty horſes right egerly, yet keept they 
their Saddles, The people perceiving Earle 
David to lit fo ſtifly, cryed, The Scorſhman 
was lockt in his Saddle: hee hearing this, 
leapt beſide his horſe, and right deliverly 
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mounted vp againe armed, to the preat 
wonder of the beholders. The ſecond time 
they ranne without any hurt: but the third 
time the Lord Walles was borne out of his 
Saddle, with afore fall and evill hurt, Be- 
cauſe the Earle vanquiſhed hisadverſarie y- 
pon Saint Georges day,hee founded a Chan- 
toric of ſeven Prieſts, in our Ladyes Church 
of Dundee. The Earle remained in Eng- 
land three moneths, feaſting and ſporting a- 
mong the Nobles, being highly commended 
for his great liberalitie. Not long after, Sir 
Robert Morley, an Engliſhman, came into 
Scotland to try his manhood in ſingular bat- 
tcil; hee vanquiſhed eArchbald EdmonFon 
and Hagh Wallace; but beeing. overcome 
by Hagh Trayle at Barwick, he dyed ſhort- 
ly of melancholy.King Robert,when he heard 
-one of his ſonnes was deceaſcd in Falk- 
land, by procurement of Robert, Duke of 
-Almaine (who aſpyred to the Crowne) and 
James, his ſecond ſonne, taken priſoner in 
his voyage to France, and detayned by Eng- 
liſhmen, hedyed of diſpleaſure within three 
dayes, the 16.yeare of his raigne, and was 
buried in Paſlay, where his Qucene was be- 
fore buried.

Elizabeth 
Queene of England dyed at the manure of 
Richmond in Sarrie, the 44, yeare of her 
raigne, and in age 70, yeeres. Shee becing 
queſtioned alittle before her death concer- 
ning her fucceſſour, Shee ' anſyyered, Her 
| Throns 
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Throne had beene a Throne of Kings, and 
would that none that was baſe ſhouid ſuc- 
ceed her. The Secretaric asked her what ſhe 
meaned by theſe words: She ſaid, ſhe would 
that none ſhuld ſucceed but her neareſt kinſ- 
man the King of Scots: beeing called away 
the day aforeſaid. That ſame day the Coun- 
fell conveened, and proclaimed King lames 
at Whitehall gate, the Counſell of England 
aſlilting. Sir Robert Cicile principall Secre- - 
tarie read the proclamation, with a laudable 
voyce, James by the grace of GOD King 
of Evgland, Scotland, France and Ircland, 
Defender of the faith, the true & vndoubted 
Heire, lawfull and lincally deſcended of 
. CHargaret the eldeſt daughter of Henrze the 
ſeventh, and Elizabeth his wife, daughter to 
\ Edward the fourth, in whoſe pertons the 
whyte Roſe and the red were vnited. The 
ſaid Margaret was married to King James 
the fourth, and on her begot King lames the 
fifth. King James the fifth begore on Mary 
of Lorraine, Marie Queene of Scotland, 
who being married to Henry Lord Darnely, 
ſonne to Mathew Earle of Lennox, and La- 
die Margaret Dowglaſſe, of whom was be- 
gotten King James the ſixt, &c. Aﬀter hee 


was proclaimed at Yy bytchall gate, they = 
tre 
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tred Ludgate to London, where Robert Lee 
Major met him, and accompanied him to 
Cheapeſyde crofſe, where they proclaimed 
him as before. The Counſell of England 
preſently diſpatched intoScotland ſir Charles 
Percie, and fir Thomas Somerſet , to make 
knowne the Queenes death, and to tender 
thcir loue, ductie, and obedicnce to his Ma- 
jeltie, as their Leidge-Lord. Burt fir Robert 
Carte brought the firſt newes,who came to 
Edinburgh the 28. of March, where the King 
lay for the time, Theſe news were pleaſant 
to the whole Nobilitic _ Commons of . 
Scotland, asalſo to the Nobilitie and Com- 
mons of England, to whom the name of 
Kiog was vncouth,becauſe they were govet- 
ned by Queenes fiftie yeares. 

The King called a Counſell preſently for 
taking order of all things within the Realme 
of Scotland, Hee beganne his raigne over 
England the 24. of March, 1603. And did 
{o much that the 5. of Aprile hee ſer forward 
his journey cowards England: The firſt night 
hee went to Danglaſſe, an houle belonging to 
my Lord Hame , where hee was royally 
intertained;the nextday hee fet forward to 
Barwicke, where it was incredible what 
number. of people, as well the Nobtlitie as 
| gcntrig 
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Gentrie of Scotland, accompanied him tg 
Barwick bounds: together with Baron de 
Tonres the French Ambaſſadour, being re- 
ſident in Scotland for the time, And heere 
the Governour of Barwick, with the Far- 
dens of the Borders, with the Conſtable, and 
companies of men of war, and the Captaines 
of the horſe Troupes, mer his Majcſtie to 

condu him to the towne of Barwick. 
This day was long looked for, and longed 
after, and truely it was the Lords owne do- 
ing, for whar could not bee cffeRuat neither 
by force nor policie, was peaceably. done 
that day: the praiſe be given tothe Almigh- 
_ tie who hath the hearts of Kings and King- 
domes in his hand. The Romane, Saxon, 
Dane, and Engliſh,all woocd & ſought it by 
what mcanes they could bee Lord ſuperiour 
of this Iland, but the God of peace, in his 
owne time would bring a King of peace 
eaceablie, & in that ſame place where they 
bad wont to meete in moſt hoſtile manner 
not without blud(hed,in the ſame place they 
met with ſuch loue and joyfull acclamations, 
mutuall cmbracings, withall ſhewes of lone 
and demonſtrations of friendſhip , intertai- 
ning his Majeſtic and hisnew come gueſts, 
with vollyes of ſmall - ax A 

(9 
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ofgreat Ordinance. Heere at his Majeſties 
eatric atthe gate of Barwick, Williahs Selby 
Gentleman porter,preſented his Majeſtie the 
keys of the towne with great humiliation, 
whom hee honoured with the honour of 
Kmghthood, delyvering to him the keyes 
backe againe. Then his Majeſtie paſſed 
forward and was received by the Captaines 
of the Wardes, who with their armed bands 
convoyed him to the market croſle, where 
; the Major and his brethren received him, 
where Chrifopher Parker ſonne to the re- 
corder, made a ſpeach to him, delivering to 
his Majcſtie the Charter of the towne, with 
a purſe of gold in token of their loue: All 
which hce gracioufly received; promiſing to 
maintaine them and their priviledges. After 
hee went to Church,and'gaue thankes to the 
Almightie G OD, who had beene his pro- 
teor, and made his entrie ſo peaceable and 
plauſible: at which time there was a Sermon 
preached by Tobie Mathew Biſhop of Dur- 
ham. From the Church his Majcſtie went 
to the Pallace, where was heard againe a 
great peale of Ordinance, with bone-fires; 
exprefſiagall fignes of joy to welcome him: 
for never before this time was a Monarch of 
Britainc lodged within their walles; the _

day ſundric of the Nobilitte: came from the 


South'to falute. him: amongſt whom was 
Henrie Howard, brother to the late Duke of 
Norfolk, the Lord Cobham, and others be= 
ing accompantedwith thefe;He weot to the 
walles viewing the fortifications, and much 
commendingrtherr militarie. order, and fo re- 
turnedto Þ1s Pallace. The next day, beeing 
the eight of Aprile, his Majcftie removed 
from Barwaick, rewarding everic officer and 
the ſouldiers according to their place. And 
ſo paſſing the river of T weed, heentred Nor- 
thumbertand,w here che Shireffe of the Shire 


fir Nicalas ForreFter received him, and con- 
; voyed bim to Wethrington, at that time kept 


by Sir Robert Carie and his Lady, where hee 
was royally intertained. The Fo. day hee 
ſt forward to Newcaſtle, where the Major 
and his brethren mer him, and with humble 
ſubmiſſion delivered him che ſword and keys 
in token of. theit loue and obedicnce, toge- 


_ ther with'a- purſe of gold: his Majcltie re- 


turned them the ſword and the keyes, ratify - 
ing tothem their priviledges and cultomes:; 
and ſtaying there three dayes hee was enter- 


tained bountitfully vpon the townes charges 


in which time his Majcſtic relieved all pri- 
ſoners, (treaſon and Poperie excepted) and 
L 3 giving 
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giving largely to thoſe that lay infor debr. 
The 13.of Aprile his Majcſtic ſet forward to 
Durhame, where,by the Major of the towne 
.hee was received with an oration,as in other 
places; this night hee lodgedin the Biſhops 
houſe. The 14-:of Aprile his Maycitie tet 
forward to the houſe of Miltrefle Gens/on, cal- 
led Walworth, where hce was bountitully 
intertained. The 15. of Aprile.his Majeſtic 
advanced toward Yorkſhyre, where hee 
was. met with by the high Shyrcffe of the 
Shyre, who attended on him to Maſter »gl- 
beis neere ynto Topcliffe. The 16.of Aprile 
his Majcſtie ſet forward toward Yorke, 
-where the Shyreffe of the Ciry met hima 
- great way off, at the limits of their libertie, 
who delivered 'to his Majeſtic their whyte 
Naves intoken of obedience: his Majeſtic re- 
delivered them: and conveying him neere 
vnto thecitie, the Sergeants of the citie met 
- him and delivered their Maces, which were 
delivered” backe againe: and atthe gate the 
- Major and Aldermen received him with'a 
learned oration, delivering him the ſword 
. and keyes, rogcther with a cup of gold filled 
- with gold: his Majeſtic delivered the keyes 
. tothe Mayor, but about the ſword there was 
ſome diffecence betwixt the Major andthe 
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Lord Preſidenc of his Majeſties Counſell of 
Yorke: but his Majeltic tooke it from them 
both and delivered it to George Earle of 
Cumberland, who carried it from the gate 
to the Minſter, from the Minſter his Majeſty 
weat vpon foote vnder a canopie, ſupported 
by foure Knights to his owne houſe, where 
hee was bountifally feaſted by my Lord Bur- 
leigh, during his abode there. The 17. of A- 
prile he went on foote to the Minſter, where 
hee heard a Sermon preached by the Deane 
of Yorke, Biſhop of Limorick: ſo after the 
Sermon returned to the Pallace on foote. 
The 19 day of Aprile his Majeſtie was fea- 
ſted by the Lord Major, where he was boun- 
tifully intertained;his Majeſtie knighted him 
by the name of Sir Robert Walter, Aﬀecr din- 
ner his Majeſtie commandedall priſonersto 
bee ſet ar libertie, (wilfull murtherers, tray- 
tors, and papiſts becing excepted.) From 
Yorke hee removed to Grimſtoxe, the houſe 
of Sir EdWard $tan-hop, one of his Majcſtics 
counſell at Yorke, where hee was bountiful - 
ly intertained that night, and dyning the next 
day, being the 20. day,hee advanced toward 
D oncaſter, where by the way his Majeſtic 
tooke view of his houſe at Pomfrer, his Ma- 
jeltic lodged at Doncaſter atthe ſigne of the 
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Beare, The 21. day of Aprile his Majcſtie 
removed to Worſope, the Earle of Shrewſber- 
ry his houſe, where by the way the high 
Shyrcffe of the countrie of Nottivgham con- 
du ted him to Worlope, where hee was 
royally intertaincd on the Earles charge. The 
22. day of Aprile his Majeſtic advanced to- 


wards New-warke ypon Trent; lodging in ' 


the Caſtle by the way, hee was met with by 
the corporation of the towne,who preſented 
him with foure white cups; and heere there 
was a cutpurſe taken in the at, who having 
one ſtore of gold about him, confeſſed hee 

ad convoyed his Majeltic from Barwicke: 
there wag warrand given to hang him, re- 
leaſing all priſoners belide. The 22. his Ma- 
;cſtie ſet forward to Belvoyre, the Earle of 
Rurland his houſe. The 23. hee advanced to 
Burleigh, where hee was bountifully inter- 
tained, which day being Eaſter day he heard 
a Scrmon preached by the Biſhop of Lin- 
colne, The 24, day his Majcſtie removed to 
Hinchinburgh, the houſe of (ir O/zver Crum- 
well, where by the way he dyned at the houſe 
of {ir eAntonie Myldamay, who omitted no 
duetie in expreſſing his loue,the dinner being 
fone, hee preſented his Majeſtic with a faire 
Barbaric horſe inrich furniture ſutable. Then 
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his Majeſtie rode towards Huntingtoun» 
where the Baillies of che towne met him de- 
livering him the ſword with an oration: his 
Majcſtie delivercd the Sword to S9#thhamp- 
ton to bee borne, who carried the ſame to the 
houſe of fir Oliver Cramwell, where his en- 
tertainment was bountifull and noble, and 
heere ſome of the Vniverſitie of Cambridge 
attended his Majz2ſtie,whete one of them de- 
livered him a learned oration 1n Latine, wel- 
coming his Majeſtie, intreating the confir= 
marion of their priviledges, which his Ma- 
jeſtie moſt willingly granted. Heere fir 
Oliver Crumwell preſented him witha faire 
cup of gold, a goodly horſe, deepe-mouthed 
hounds, ſwift Haulkes of excellent wings, 
beſtowing gold liberally amonglt the Kings 
officers. The 29. the King ſet forward to 
Royſtonn, where by the way the Kings free 
tennents of good-Manchiſter met him with 
50. Pleughes, holding their land fo, that 
when the King ſhuld firſt enter their towne, 
that way to preſent his Majeſtic with ſo ma- 
ny Pleughes,in token of their husbandrie and 
obedience to their King: his Majcftie tooke 
it kindly, and was glad hee was land Lord of 
ſo many good tennents, defiring them to 
make good vic of their Pleughes & husband- 
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'rie, Neere hand hee was met by the bigh 


Shyrcffe of Hartſordſhyre Sir Edward Denny 
accompanied with a gailant traine, who alſo 
preſented his Majeſtic with a ſtately horſe, 
witha rich {addle & furniture of great value 
which his Majcſtie gracioufly accepted, 
commanding the Shircffe ro mount the horſe 
and ryde on him, which hee did, convoying 
him to Maſter Cheſters houſe, where his 
Majeſtic lay that night on his owne charge. 
The 3o. his Majcſtie rode to Standon the 
houſe of fir Thomas Sadlers, where vpon the 
way the Biſhop of London met him with a 
goodly companie of Gentlemen in Tawnie 
coats: and ſtaying heere all Sunday, he heard 
a Sermon made by the ſaid Biſhop, The 2. of 
May hce removed to the houſe of fir Henrie 
Cocks, late coffcrer to Queene Elizabeth; 
Heere alſo mette him the Lord keeper, the 
Lord Admirall, with moſt of the counſell of 
eſtate, with many of the Nobilitic: Heere 
the Lord keeper delivereda learned oration 
congratulatorie, the which his Majcſtie an- 


ſwered with great graceand wiſedome: his . - 


zntertainment heere was wonderfull bounti- 
full. The 2.of May hee came to Theobalds 
the houſe of fir Robert Cicile principall Se- 
Ecetaric to the late Queene, where "= was 
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bountifully intertained; and heere there mer 
his Majeſtic, his Guard, and many other of 
his Officers, which his Majeſtic graciouſly 
recetved,and heere bis Majeſtie made ſundry 
of his Nobles of Scotland of his Counſcll of 
England, the Duke of Lennox, the Earle of 
CMarre, the Lord Hume, (ir George Hume 
Theſaurer of Scotland, fir [ames Elphingiton 
Secretarie, and fir Edward Bruce, afterward 
maſter of the Rolles of England. And of the 
EngliſhNobilitic he made of his counſel Hen 
rie Howard, brother to the late Duke of Nor- 
folke, and Thomas Lord Howard,tonne to the 
ſaid Duke, whom hee alſo made Chamber- 
lane of his houſe, and after Earle of S»ffolke, 
as alſo hee made the faid Lord Howard of 
Marnehill, and afterward Earle of Nor- 
thampton,as alſy Charles Blunt, Lord Mont- 
joy, who (for his valour) in expelling the 
Spaniſh forces out of !reland vnder the com-. 
mand of Don Tohnot Aquila,and overthrow- 
ing the rebellious Iriſh vader the command 
of Tyron, neere to Kinſayle; hee made him 
Earle of Deyonſhyre, Heere his Majeſtic 
ſtayed at Theobaldes foure dayes, where he 
was moſt bountifully intertained, honouring 
this fir Reberrt Cicile with the titles of Bar» 
ron of Efſenden, V1icount Cranburne , _ 
arle 
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Farle of Salisburie, and afterwards great 
Theſaurer of England. The 7 of May his Ma- 
zeſtie ſet from thence to London, where 
within three miles of London John Swiner- 
town, Shyreff: of London, as alſo Shyrcff: of 
Middleſex, where was delivered to him a 
learned oration by M*, Martin, Gentleman 
of Middle Temple, the Shireffe convoyed 
himto Sandford hill, being about 3, miles 
from London. Heere the Lord Major of 
London with the Aldermen, met him in ſcar- 
let robes and gold chaines, with 5 00. of the 
Citic clad in black Velvet and gold chaines. 
The Duke of Lennox here carried the (word 
before his Majeſtie: and fo taking the next 
way over the fields hee entred the Charter= 
houſe, belonging to theLord Thomas Howard 
ſtaying there foure nights. The 1 r. of May 
the King rode from the Charter-houſe to 
Whyte-hall: And from thence to the Tower 
of London. 

Itis to bee obſerved that all the way the 
King r6de from Edinburgh to London, hee 
gaue teſtimonies of loue and mercie to all 
his loving fubjets: mercie in relieving all 
priſoners whereſfoever hee came, and ho- 
Pouring ſuch a number with knighthood, as 
ln ſome placestwentie, and in ſome _— 
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and in ſome fourtie, and at: the Charter. 
houſe eightie. As alſo reſtoring ſundrie fa- 
milies to their Lands, honours and digni- 
tics. This the Kings ſo joytull and peaccable 
entrie was ſeconded from all the Princes f 
Europe, to congratulate his peaceable entry 
to his lawfull 1nheritance, being now ſole 
Monarch ofthe whole Illand:from theFrench 
King Monſienre de Roſenay.tfrom the King of 
Spaine [ohn Baptiſta de T axt, conae de villa 
Aediana: from the Arch Duke Albertas, S—_—_ 
Count of eAramberg:as allo from the Empe- Ml; as Ke 
rour, from the Kirgs of Polland, Sweaen, and welcome 
Denmark:: from the Dukes of Savoy and him, 
Florence: from the Duke & eſtate of Venice: 
from the Eſtates of the Low-countries:from 
the Palſe graze of the Rhynez and from all 
the reſt of the Princes of Germanie; And be- 
cauſe I intend but an epitome and cannot re- 
late everie thing in the dae place: hee had 
Ambaſſadoures from the Per/an, from the 
great Turke, from the King of Fez and M49- 
racco; yea hee was viſited by many Princes 
in perſon, the Prince of Vandamont, the 
Dakes of Brunſwick and Wittenberg. and 
many other tedious to rehearſe; the Duke of 
Holſften came to viſi:e him: as alſo the King 
of Deamarke came tile in perſon, where he 
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was royally intertained. | 

| Scarſe was the Queenes death made 

' knowne,when preſently the Borderers made 
_ Pars incurſions on both ſides, the which was cal- 
Wo led, the buſſic week, the King to take away 
__ all giſcontent from his ſubjects; ſent downe 
the Lord Hame with the title of Lievetenant 
to take away ail diſorderd & inſo!cnt perſons 
that had lived vpon robbcrie. The Lord 
Hume jn ſhort time clenied the Borders of 
many licentious perſons: Afterward Sir 
George Hume being made Baron of Barwick 
and Earle of Dumbar,bcing allo Lievetenant 
of the middle Shyres, made choyle of my 
Lord Cranſtos to bee Captaine ofthe Guard, 
who did ſo mych by his care and vigilance, 
that a number of out-lawes were brought to 
the place of execution, where aſter lawfull 
alliſe they had a reward of their forepaſt fol- 
lies. Whoſenames and firnames for brevity 
wee omit, ſome of them who might haue li- 
ved vpon their rent, if ſo they could haue 
bene content, but ſo prone were they to im- 
bred vyce,received from their forefathers & 
drunken in their adoleſcencic, they never 
leaue off their firſt foot-ſteps, while they 
rune headlong to their.owne deftrution. 
leaviog them to bee exſamples of humane in- 
x conſtancie, 
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conſtancie, and their rents a prey to their 0* 
verlords, with a lcflon to all, that God will 
vilite the ſinnes of the fathers vpon the chil- 
dren to the thirdand fourth generation. &c. 
And becauſe [ intend not to recurne any more 
tothe Borders buſſineſſe, Crarſtoun having 
paved the way to his ſucccſſours, was dignt- 


fied with the title of Baron, and one of the 


Kings privie Counfell. It was followed by 
Sir Robert Ker of Ancrum, and Sir eAndrew 
Ker of Fernihirſt: theſe by their care and 
vigilancie made the ruſh-buſh to keepe the 
Kow, and theſe brokenpar;s to bee civilis 
zed: -Sir Robert was called ro Court, and 
was made maſter of the Princesprivie purle: 
and now of late created Earle of Ancrum- , 
and one- of the Kings Bedchamber. Like- 
wiſe Sir AndreW was dignified with the ti- 
tle, Baron of Tedbwrgh. Wee leaue theBor- 
ders and goe to the high lands, where the 
Earle of Argyle did ſo much by force and po- 


: licie, that hee brought in a number of the 


Clamgregore, and brought to Edinburgh the 
chiefeſt of them, where they ſuffered con- 
digne puniſhment. The 2. of lulij the King 
keeped his feaſt of Saint George at Winſore, 
where Prince Herry was inſtalled Knight of 


the Garter, and with him the Duke of Len- 
0X, 
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mox, the Earle of Southampron, the Earle of 
AAarre, the Earlc of Pembrok, The 4. of Fe- 
bruarice, the Duke ot Albany was created 
Duke of Yorke, and was afterwards made 
Knight ot the Bath, and withhim 12. young 
Lords and Earles ſonnes, and Lords fonnes, 
who were made with him in Order, beeing 
now but foute yeares of age, & at the creatt- 
on when hee was made Duke of Yorke, the 
Earles of Oxford aud Eſſex were his Ef- 
QuIres. 

The Kings Majeſtic according tothe laud- 
able cuſtome of ſundrie of his predecefiors 
Kings of England, was made free of the 
Company ot Cloath-workers at London: 
Like as Prince Henry was made free of the 
company of Merchant Taylors, and. with 
him'the Ambafladors of the Low-countries, 
2ndthe Dake of Lennox, together with 12. 
Earles, 7. Lords, 60, Kights and Gentle- 
men: where at their Hall they were all moſt 
bountifully feafted, to the Kings content, 
and rothe Cities no ſmall joy. The King ha- 
ving travelled in progrefſe.to the welt of 
Evgland, where his interrainment was till 
bountifull, ſtill honouring his well deſerving 
Nobilitie with titles and dignities of honor, 
and his Officers with honour of -Knight- 
hood,

hood, as the maſters ofthe Requeſts, Clarks 
of his Counſell, with many others. 

But this faire ſun-ſhine of proſperitie could 
not long ihdure without ſome guſt of adver- 
ſitie, followed that treaſon of my Lord (b- 


ham, Lord Gray, fir Walter Raughliegh, Sir , hiok 
Triffn Markbam,(icEdward Parrham Broukſ rea ſon 
c6 Eſquyre , George Brooke , brother to againſtthe 
the Lord Cobham, Watſon & { larke Prieſts; Ki"s 


were all convidt of high treaſon, (Parrham 
excepted, who was quyte by juric)the reſt 
becing convoyed to Wincheſter, aod from 
thence to the ſcaffold, where beeing readie 
after confeſſion to lay downetheir heads to 
the blocke, felt the warme bountie of the 
Kings mercifull clemencie, who being loath 
to begin his raigne with blood, ſent lobn Gib 
Groome of his Chamber, who (taying on 
the ſcaffold while the executioner readie v=- 
pon their confeſſion, to hane done his office: 
delivered the letter ( to the high Shyrefte fir 
Benjamin Titchbarne) all written with the 
Kings owne hand, who giving the condem- 
ned knowledge of the Kings clemencie and 
free pardon, there was ſuch ſhouts of joy, 
and fuch joyfull *acclamations with praite 
and prayer for the Kings long life. 

The 15.0f March King the Queene & FRO 
Wit 
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with the Lords fpirituall and temporall; 


with the cheife cfficers of the eſtate made 
their entrie through London to W hytehall, 
 wherethe Citie in great royaltie omitted 
nothing to expreſſe their Loyaltie to their 
King and Prince, the Citizensand the com- 
panics being ſet all along in their Liveries, 
Everic oneintheir icverall (tationes, the firſt 
being inFan-church ſticat,the ſecondin grae 
tious ſticet,the third in Corn-hill and at the 
ealt ſyde of the high croſſc in Cheapſyde 
was eredtcd a gallcrie, wherein ſtood the 
Aldermen, with the counſel, where Sir Henrie 
Montague Recorder of the cittie in behalfe 
ofthe Lord Major, and the whole body pre- 
ſented three cups of Gold, one for the Kivgs 
 Majeſtie, one for the Queene,and one for 
Prince Henrie, delivered aod gratiouſly ac- 
cepted. The fifr Pageant ſtood at the weſt 
end of Cheapeſyd, the fixt in Fleet-ſtreet,& 
the ſeventh inthe Strandy. 

His Majeſtie tooke on him the ſtile of great 
Britain td take away al other titles & to vnit 
this lland into one name, and to that effeRt 
were fundry of his Majeſties cheife officers 
of eſtate: ſent for to England by commiſſiong 
viz. The Earle of Montreſe great Chancel-

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4 crowne ) in three claſſes, or rankes , the 
Weſt Iles, Orkoay 1les,and Shetland l1les:the 
Welt Iles lyein the Deucalidon ſea, from 
Ireland, almoſt to Orknay, vpon the Weſt 
fide of Scotland, they are called Hebrides, 
and by ſome Acbudz: they are ſcattered in- 
to the Deucalidon ſea,to the number of three 
hundred and aboue. Of old the Kings of 
Scotland kept theſe Iles intheir poſleſsion, 
yntill the time of Donald, brother to King 
HMalcolme the third, who gane them to the 
King of Norway, vpon condition that hee 
ſhould afsiſt him, in vſurping of the King- 
dome of Scotland, againſt law and reafon. 
The Danes and Norway people kept poſ- 
ſe{sion of them for the ſpace of r 60. yeeres: 
and then King eAlexender the third, overs 
comming the Danes and Norway men ina 
great battell, thruſt them out of the Iles: yet 
afterward they attempted to recover their li- 
berty, partly truſting to their owne ſtrength, 
and partly moved by ſedittons in the maine 
land ofthis countrie,creating Kings ofthem- 
ſelves, as, not long agoe, John { of the houſe 
of Clandonald)did viurpe the name of King, 
as others had done before, In food, rayment, 
and all things pertaining to their family, 


they vic the ancient frugality of the Scots. 
f They 
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Their bankets are hunting and fiſhings» 
They {eeth their fleſh in the tripe, or elſe in 
the skinne of the beaſts, filling the ſame ful of 
water. Now and then in huntinggthey ſtraine 
out the blood and care the fleſh raw. Their 
drinke is the broth,of ſodden fleſh. They 
loue very well the drinke made of whey, and 
kept certaine yeares, drinking the ſame ar 
feaſts: it is named of them Blandinm, The 
moſt partofthem drinke water. Their cuſ- 
tome 1s-to make their bread of Oates and 
Barly, ( which are the onely kinds of graine 
that grow in thoſe-parts;) Experience (with 
time) hath taught them to make it in ſach 
fort, that it is not-vnpleaſant to cate, They 
cake alittle of it.in the morning, and ſo paſ- 
ſiug to the hunting, or- any other-buſineſſe, 
conrent themſelvestherewith, without any 
other kind of meat till evening. 
- They delight to weare marled clothes, ſpe- 
cially, that haue long ſtripes of ſundry co- 
loures: they loue chiefly purple and blew. 
Their predeceſſors vied ſhort Mantles or 
Playdes of diverſe colourcs, fundrie waye de- 
vided: and amongſt ſome, the ſamecuſtome 
1s obſerved to this day: but forthe moſt part 
now, they are browne, moſt neere to the co- 
Jour of the Hadder; tothe cffeR, when they 
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lye amongſt the Hadder,the bright colour of 
their plaids ſhall not bewray them: with the 
which, rather coloures, then clad,they ſuffer 
the moſt cruell tempeſt that blow in the open 
field,in ſuch ſort,that vnder a wryth of ſnow 
they {leepe ſound. In their houſes alfo;they ly 
vponthe ground, laying betwixt them and it 
Brakensor Hadder,the roots therof downe, 
and the tops vp,ſo prettily laid together,that 
they are as ſoft as feather-beds, and much 
more wholeſome: for the tops themſelves 
aredry ofnature,wherby they dry the'weake 
humours,& reſtore againe the ſtrength ofthe 
ſinewes troubled before ,and that ſo evident- 
ly, that they, who at evening goetoreſt ſore 
and wearie,riſe in the morning wholeand a- 
ble. As none of theſe people doe care for fea- 
ther-beds and bedding, fo take they great 
pleaſarein.rudenefſe and hardnefſe. If for their 
owne commodity, or vpon neceſsitic, they 
travell to any other countrie, they reje&the 
fcather-bedsand bedding of their Hoſt: they 
wrap themſelves in their owne plaids, fota- 
King their reſt, carefull, indeed, leſt that bar- 
barous delicacy of the maine land (as they 
terme it) corrupt their naturall and countrie 

hardneſſe, 
Their Armour, wherewith they cover 
their 
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their bodyes in time of warre, is an Yron 
Bonner, and an Habbergion, ſide, almoſt e- 
ven to their heeles. Their weapons againſt 
their enemies, are bowes and arrows. The 
arrows arefor the moſt part hooked, with a {| 
barble on eyther fide, which once enrered 
within the body, cannot bee drawne foorth 
againe, vnlefſe the wound bee made wider. 
Some of them fight with broad ſwords and 
Axes. In place of a Drum, they vie a Bag- 
put delight much in muſick,but chiet- 
yin Harpes and Clairſhoes of their owne 
faſhion, The ſtrings of the Clairſchoes are 

. made of braſſe wyre, and the ſtrings of the 
Harps, of finews: which ſtringsthey ſtrike 
eyther with their nayles, growing long, or 
elſe withan inſtrument appoynted for that 
vic. They take great pleaſure to deck their 
Harps and Clair{choes with filver aud pres | 
cious ſtones; and poore ones, that cannot at- | 
taine heerevnto, decke them with Chriſtall, 
They ling verſes prettily compounded, con- 
tayning (for the moſt part) prayſes of vali- 

ant men. There is not almoſt any other

Scotland hath common with other 
Nations, it 1s beautified with ſome 
rare gifts in it ſelfe» wonderfull to conſider; 
asfor example, [n Orknay the Ewes are of 
ſuch foecundity,that at everie lambing time, 
they produce at leaſt two & ordinarly three. 
There bee neither yenemous nor ravenous 
beaſts bred there, nor doe liue there, al- 
though they were tranſported thither, 

In Schetland, the 1les called Thzle, at the 
entering ofthe Sun in Carcer,the ſpace of 20 
dayes, there appeare no nightart all. Among 
the Rocks grow the deleable Lambre, cal- 
led Succinum, with great reſort of the Mer- 
trick, for coſtly furrings.In the weſt & north- 
welt of Scotland, there is a great repayring 
ofthe Erne, of a marvelous nature, the peo- 
ple are very curious to catch him, and owe

his wings, that hee fly nor: hee is of a hudge 
quantity,and a ravenous kind,as the Hawks, 
and the ſame qualitie: they doe gine him ſuch 
ſort of meat, in great quantity at once, that 
hee lives contented therewith 14. I6 or 20, 
daycs, and ſome of them a moneth; their fca- 
thers are good for garniſhingofarrowes, for 
they recetue norainenor water, but remaine 
alwayes ofa durable eſtate, & vncorruptible: 
the people doe vie them either when they be 
g hunting, or at warres. In the moſt of the ri- 
vers in Scotland,beſide the maryelous plenty 
of Salmond and other fiſhesgotten there, is 
a Shell fiſh, called, The Horſe-muſſcll, of a 
great quantityz wherein are ingendred innu- 
merable faire , beautifull ,' and deleQable 
Pearles, convenient for the pleaſure ofman, 
and profitable for the vſe of Phiſicke: and 
ſome of them ſo faire and poliſhed, that they 
may bee equall ro any Orientall Pearles. 
And generally,by the providence of Almighy 
ty God, when dearth and ſcarcity of viAuals 
are in the land, then the fiſhes are moſt plen- 
tifully taken for the ſupport of the people. In 
Tochmir- Galloway, the one halfe of Loch Mirton 
eon. doth never freeſe. By Innernes, the Loch 
Lochnes. called Lochneſſe,and the River flowing from 
thence into the ſea;doth never freeſe; but ” 
, the 
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thecontrarie, inthe coldeſt dayes of winter, 
the Loch and River doe ſmoke and reeke, 
ſignifying vnto vs, that there is a Mine of 
Brimſtone vndcr it, of a hote quality. In 
Carrike are Kyne and Oxen, delicious to cat, 
but their fatneſſe is of a wonderfull tempera» 
ture; all other comeſtable beaſts farnefle, 
with the coldayre doth congeale:by the con- 
trary the fatnes of theſe Beaſts is perpetual- 
ly liquid, like Oyle. The Wood and Park of 
Commernauld is repleniſhed with Kyne and 
Oxen, and thoſe, at all times, to this day, baue 
beene wild, andof a wonderfull whitcneſſe, 
that there was neveramongall the huge nuaz 
ber there, ſo much as the ſmalleſt black ſpot 
found to be vpon one of their skinnes,hornes 
or clone. In Kyle isa Rock of the height of 
12, foote, and as much of bredth, called, The 
deafe Craig: for although a man ſhoul” cry DeatCraig 
never ſo loud to his fcllow, from the one ſide 
to the other, hee is not heard, although hee 
would make the noyſe of a Gunne. In the 
Countrie of Stratherne, vpon the water of 
Farge, by Balward there is a Stone, called, 
The Rocking Stone,ofa reaſonable bigneſſe, Rocking 
that ifa man will puch it with the leaſt moti- Stone, 
on of his finger, it will mooue verie lightly, 
but if hee addreſſe his whole force, hee _eo- 
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fits nothing: which mooves many peopleto 


bee wonderfull merrie, when they conſider 
{uch contrariety. In Lennox is a great Loch 
called, Loch-lowmond, 2.4. miles in length 
and in bredth 8. miles, containing the num» 
ber of 30. Iles: in this Loch 1s obſerucd z , 
wonderfull things: Theone is Fiſhes, verie 
deleQable to eat, that haue no finns to mooue 
themſelues withall, as other fiſhes doe. The 
2. tempeſtuous Waues and Surges of the 
water, perpetually raging, without windes, 
and that in the time of greateſt calmes,in the 
faire pleaſant time of Summer, when the 
ayre is quyet. The 3. is,one of theſe lles,that 
15 not corroborar, nor vnited to the ground, 
bat hath beene perpetually looſe: and al- 
though itbeefertill of good grafle, and re- 
plenithed with Neate, yetit mooues by the 
waues of the water, and 1s tranſported,ſome- 
times towards one point , and otherwhiles 
towards atother. 

In Argyle is a Stone found in divers parts 
the which laid vuder Straw or Stubble, doth 
conſume them to fire, by the great heat that 
it colles thereby. In Buquhan, at the de- 
moliſhed Caſtle of Slanis, 1s a Cane, from 
thetoppe whereof diſtilles water , which 
1:2 ſhort time doth congeale to hard white 
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ones : the Caue is alwayes empty- 
ed, 
' InLouthian, two miles from Edinburgh, 
Southward, is a Well-ſpring, called, Satar 
Katherines Well,flowing perpetually, with $ Kathjiag) 
a kinde of blacke fatneſſe or Oyle, aboue the Well, 
water, proceeding (as is though ) of the 
Parret Coale, being frequent in theſe parts: 
this fatneſle is of a marveylous nature! for 
as the Coale whereof it proceeds, is ſudden 
to conceiue fire or flame, ſo is this Oyle of a 
ſudden operation to heale all falt ſcabs and 
humoures, that trouble the outward «Eine 
of man: commonly the head and hands are 
quickly healed by the vertue of this Oyle: 
it renders a maryelons ſweet ſmell. At Abir- The well 
dene isa Well,of marvelous good quality to atAbirden,' 
diſſolve the ſtone, to expell ſand from the 
Reynes and Bladder, and good for the Chol- 
licke; bemg drunke'in the moneth of luly, 
anda few dayes of Auguſt: Litcle inferiour 
to the renowned water of the Spaw 1n Al- 
maine.' In the North Seas of Scotland are 
great Clogs of Timber found, in the which 
are marveylouſly ingendred a fort of Geele, 
called, Clayk Geeſe, and doe hang by the clay 
beake, till they be of perteRion: ofr times Geeſe, 
found, and keept in admiration, of cher rare
